Commiſſi ners fo2 Erecuting the Office of Lo2d High Admiral of England, who are to Gzant ſuch Paſſes, 
as afozeſaid, upon Demand, accoꝛding to the Rules Pzeſcribed and Uſed foz Gzanting the ſame, and ac⸗ 
coꝛding to the afozeſaid Treaty and Agreement. And His Majeſty doth hereby firictly Charge and Com⸗ 
mand all Magiſtrates and Officers of the Cuſtoms, in all and every the Pozts of England and Ireland, and 
the Illands of Jerſey and Guernſey, to give Notice therfof to all His Majeſties Subjects, whom it may 
Concern, fo2 Pꝛeventing the Loſs and Damage that may happen foz wantof their being timely Furniſhed:
